Vos Day is an ideal time for 
all of us to look back to the days 
when we wore our nation’s uniform, 
proudly serving and confident that 
service would be recognized by a 
grateful people. 

For each generation of veterans 
since even before the beginning of 
the 20th Century, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars has been ready and 
able to assure that the service ren- 
dered in defense of the United States 
would not be forgotten either by the 
American people or by those who 
represent them in Washington.

On the other hand, the so-called 
veterans’ benefits are in reality en- 
titlements and the rights flowing 
from them. They are entitlements

because implicit in entrance into 
the Armed Forces is a contract be- 
tween the government and the man 
or woman who is joining either as a 
volunteer or a wartime draftee. 

Entering the service, one agrees to 
sacrifice one’s life if necessary in the 
performance of duty and the govern- 
ment agrees to provide compensa- 
tion and the like for servicepersons 
suffering disabilities as a result of 
military service. 

Compensation is only one entitle- 
ment. There are others: VA medical 
care; veterans’ preference in employ- 
ment; educational or vocational 
training assistance and the other 
provisions of the various GI Bills, 
and VA-guaranteed home loans. Of 
course, these are only some of them. 

One of our most important jobs in 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars is to 
work to assure that entitlements 
are expanded, broadened to provide 


One thing I emphasized was that 
during this VFW year we would lay 
stress on our contention that vet- 
erans’ programs are entitlements 
and not benefits. 

We are not seeking benefits, but 
we are seeking the fulfillment of a 
contract that was made when we 
entered military service. 

All of us in the VFW work toward 
the single goal of serving veterans, 
all veterans, and we are doing it asa 
team.

Recent Testimony: The VFW recently appeared 
before the House Veterans’ Affairs Committee to 
comment and offer suggestions on how to improve 
VA insurance programs. At the hearing, the VFW 
voiced its opposition to the VA’s proposal to consoli- 
date the insurance office at Ft. Snelling, Minn., with 
the office in Philadelphia. 

Legislation, introduced by Rep. Tim Penney ( Minn.) 
to prevent consolidation, has been approved by the 
House. 

The VFW also directed the committee's attention to 
mortgage insurance for certain disabled veterans. 
Too often, veterans suffering from a service-con- 
nected disability and not entitled to special adapted- 
housing allowance cannot obtain mortgage protec- 
tion life insurance other than high-risk insurance 
which carries very high premium rates. 

All too often, these rates are beyond the veterans’ 
financial capability. VFW voiced its support for the 
introduction and passage of legislation that would 
provide affordable mortgage insurance to this special 
group of veterans. It would allow them to provide 
their families with the security of a mortgage-free 
home if they should die. 

In closing, the VFW made another suggestion that 
could improve the RH insurance program and better 
serve the service-connected veteran. RH identifies 
certain National Service Life Insurance policies that 
have been issued since April 25, 1951, to veterans 
with service-connected disabilities. 

This is the only VA insurance currently being 
issued. Application must be made within one year 
from the date of notification by the VA that a 
disability is service connected. Normally, the VA 
notifies veterans oftheir service-connected status by 
mailing an award letter. The date shown on this 
notice is the date used to establish the one-year 
eligibility period The VFW told the committee it 
believes a serious problem exists in the timeliness of 
notification. 

VA Regional Offices periodically send listings of 
eligible veterans to the appropriate insurance divi- 
sion, which then in turn notifies the veterans of 
eligibility for RH National Service Life Insurance. 
Often the VA Regional Offices delay notifying the 
insurance division in a timely fashion, and some 
VAROs forget even to forward the name of eligibles. 
As a result, veterans are sometimes not given ade- 
quate time to make an informed decision on this 
valuable insurance and sometimes eligible veterans 
aren’t even notified of their eligibility. 

The VFW suggested an effort be made to ensure 
veterans are notified immediately of their eligibility 
for RH National Service Life Insurance and this 


could be best accomplished by the originating VA 
Regional Office. A mechanism could be put in placeto 
trigger automatically an insurance eligibility letter 
when the regional office generates the service-con- 
nected award letter. This action would give the 
eligible veteran the full one-year grace period as 
provided under law to make this important decision. 

At another hearing before the House Veterans’ 
Affairs Committee, the VFW was asked to state its 
position on proposed legislation addressing veterans’ 
employment and the administration of various em- 
ployment programs. 

The VFW disagreed with the language used in 
Section 2 of the draft legislation which describes the 
role of a Local Veterans Employment Representative 
(LVER) virtually as that of an intake clerk. The VFW 
recommended this section be rewritten to give the 
LVER position its proper emphasis and allow aclear 
representation of the LVER’s mission. The LVER job 
description should place emphasis on the supervis- 
ory role and target responsibility to promote veteran. 
employment within the community at every oppor 
tunity. 

The job description also should highlight case 
management and counseling duties and include a 
requirement to visit outplaced Disabled Veteran 
Outreach Program Specialists (DVOPs) to oversee 
adequately their activities. Further refinements 
should require the monitoring of discrimination 
complaints anda monitoring and reporting respons- 
ibility for federal job listings and placements. 

While the draft bill establishes a formula to control 
LVER staffing, the VFW outlined what it believed 
would be a better formula and urged its implementa- 
tion also recommending that there should be no 
fewer than 1,600 LVERs nationwide and setting a 
floor on the minimum number of LVERs allowed by 
law. 

Inclosing, the VFW told the committee that for the 
fourth year in a row the program is subject to losing 
an estimated 200 LVERs due to lack of funding. This 
continuous effort to reduce service to veterans is 
unacceptable to the VFW. 


SERVICE 


VA Warns Debtors: Beginning last Sept. 1, the VA 
began a mass mailing to warn delinquent debtors of 
the possibility that money owed the VA would be 
offset by the Internal Revenue Service against any 
income tax refunds due. 

This is the third straight year the Veterans Admin-

istration has participated in this IRS income tax 
offset program as part of its effort to manage indebt- 
edness to the VA. 

Veterans or their dependents receiving that an- 
nouncement from the VA will be encouragedto make 
repayment arrangements to prevent the IRS from 
effecting an offset against any income tax refunds. 
During its 1987 fiscal year, the VA netted approxi- 
mately $62.5 million in collections and offsets as a 
result of its warning. 

Those who dispute a VA indebtedness notification 
should contact their VFW Department Service Officer 
and review their options to appeal. Further, if a debt 
tothe VA is causing severe hardship, the Department 
Service Officer can assist in negotiating a less bur- 
densome rate of repayment. Any doubt or question 
regarding indebtedness to the VA should be referred 
to the Department Service Officer. 

VA Home Loan Trouble? High interest rates in 
the early 1980s and setbacks in the agriculture and 
oil industries have resulted in a rise in recent years 
in defaults on VA-guaranteed loans. 

When a veteran defaults on a VA-guaranteed loan, 
the VA may have to pay the lender a claim of 60% of 
the loan amount up to $27,500. For that reason, the 
VA wants to take every possible step to help veterans 
if they have fallen behind in their GI home loan 
mortgage payments. 

The VA recommends, as the first step for a veteran 
experiencing mortgage payment difficulties, to con- 
tact the lender and attempt to make arrangements 
that will prevent foreclosure. If an agreement with 
the lender cannot be reached, a veteran can seek 
assistance from the nearest VA Regional Office. VA 
counselors, after reviewing a veteran’s financial 
situation, can sometimes develop a payment plan 
acceptable to the mortgage company. 

As an alternative, VA counselors may advise the 
veteran to sell the property to protect his equity. The 
VA states, andthe VFW agrees, that some foreclosures 
can be avoided through agreements with lenders or 
veteran-initiated sale of property. Therefore, ifsome- 
one you know has been strapped with high interest 
rates and a job setback, he should contact the VA as 
soon as practicable and take advantage of that 
agency’s assistance. Your Department Service Officer 
can arrange an appointment with a VA counselor. 


SECURITY 


Forward Movement on POW/MlIAs: After nearly a 
year, Vietnam appears to be moving forward again to 
account for U.S. POW/MIAs. Presidential emissary 
Gen. John W. Vessey, former chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and Gen. Robert C. Kingston, former 


commander of the Joint Casualty Resolution Center, 
both VFW Life Members, met with Vietnamese offi- 
cials in early August. 

During the first round of negotiations, the Viet- 
namese agreed to resume technical talks with US. 
experts and to speed up resolution of the issue. In 
turn, the U.S. agreed to explore humanitarian issues 
raised by Hanoi 

Recent activity suggests the Vietnamese are com- 
plying with their promise to accelerate progress. 
Only a few weeks after the Vessey visit, Vietnamese 
met with U.S. technical experts to consider the 97 
discrepancy cases, involving 97 airmen who the US. 
believes reached the ground alive when their aircraft 
were shot down but about whom no information has 
been received from Vietnam, and other issues. The 
Vietnamese told the technical experts that the re- 
mains of three Americans had been located. The 
remains were turned over toa U.S. military team that 
went to Hanoi in mid-September. 

The humanitarian issues Vietnam brought up 
with Vessey.were discussed in a joint US.-Viet- 
namese meeting held at the same time as the techni- 
cal talks. A medical team of US. civilian experts, led 
by Fred Downs, VA director of Prosthetic andSensory 
Aid Services, met with the Vietnamese over four 
days. In addition to discussions with the Vietnamese, 
the team visited a factory where orthopedic devices, 
artificial limbs and rehabilitation equipment are 
produced and fitted. The team is preparing a report 
on its discussions, but indications are that the 
Vietnamese want humanitarian assistance in treat- 
ing infectious disease and rehabilitating the disabled. 

The U.S. has not eased current restrictions on 
trade with Vietnam in response to this humanitarian 
issue. Vietnam remains on the list of countries with 
which trade is restricted. 

The Trading With the Enemy Act prohibits imports 
or exports from Vietnam except for certain human- 
itarian aid that must get a special government 
export license. When asked whether the U.S. would 
be willing to trade economic aid to Vietnam in return 
for MIA information, the State Department denied 
the Administration plans a direct assistance to Viet- 
nam on the disabled problem or sending U.S. funds 
through non-government organizations. “The MIAs 
are a separate issue which stands on its own humani- 
tarian merits,” it said. “We expect Hanoi will treat it 
as such.” 

This recent activity might be explained as a re- 
newed attempt by Vietnam to break out of the 
political and economic isolation as a result of the 
unresolved POW/MIA issue and the Cambodian occu- 
pation. The cutoff of trade with other Southeast 
Asian countries and the West has cand Vietnam 
into an economic basket case. 
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What America Means 

As I sat, a disabled, but still a very 
proud American, watching the 200th 
Birthday Parade in celebration of our 
Constitution, it sure made this old vet 
of WW II feel good to see all the 
Americans who took part in this 
great event, that really love America 
and what we stand for.

Wants 623d Connection

Review Vietvet Study 
Chairmen of the House and Senate 
Veterans’ Affairs Committee have 
asked for a scientific review of a 
recently-released study that revealed 
asignificantly higher death rate from 
lung cancer and non-Hodgkin's lym- 
phoma among Marines who served in 
Vietnam when compared to their 
Marine counterparts who did not 
serve in Vietnam. No such differences 
were reported in asimilar comparison 
of Army personnel. 

Rep. G. V. (Sonny) Montgomery 
and Sen. Alan Cranston, in a letter to 
the director of the Office of Tech- 
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bat soldiers as compared to rear 
echelon troops. In the field with the 
101st, we did good to get drinking 
water and C rations. We drank plenty 
of beer in the base camps for a few 
days, then back to the field for weeks. 
We had atough job to do under rotten 
conditions, and like American GIs in 
every other war, we never considered 
doing it in other than an exemplary 
manner. In contrast, my year in Saigon 
allowed me to observe a lot of rear 
echelon types who lived in good bar- 
racks and had soft non-combat jobs. 

The 2.8 million Vietnam Era vets 
were a cross section of America and 
many (perhaps as many as 6% or 8%) 
were dopeheads and deadbeats. Most 
of these were dopeheads and dead- 
beats before they were drafted, and 
virtually all of them would have been 
dopeheads and deadbeats even if 
they had never seen Vietnam. Very 
few of these saw any real combat. 

A lot of cry babies and losers are 
trying to blame Vietnam for their 
weakness of character and lack of 
ambition, laziness, and incompetence 
in life in general. Most of these folks 
were born nerds, had poor role 
models, other nerds for peer groups 
and family members. They did not 
develop terminal antisocial stupidity 
10 years after combat like pimples in 
adolescence or something. The very 
thought is ludicrous and asinine and 
another of many insults to the honor- 
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nology Assessment, requested that 
OTA scientists review the study for 
scientific validity and report their 
findings to the VA committees.

The VA study compared the mortal- 
ity records of approximately 50,000 
veterans, half of whom served in 
Vietnam, half of whom did not. The 
study reported that Marines who 
served in Vietnam had a 58% higher 
rate of lung cancer and a 110% higher 
rate of non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma than 
their counterparts who served else- 
where. 

Though the chemical defoliant 
Agent Orange is mentioned in the 
report as asuspect, the study was not 
designed to investigate exposure to 
the herbicide nor does it explain the 
cause of the statistical differences. 
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N ow marking its 50th anniversary as 
the VFW National Home's only 
annual fundraiser, the Seals Appeal is 
now underway, said Home Secretary 
Treasurer Joe Epling. 

National Home officials are using 
last year’s donor list to raise daily 
operating funds through the Seals’ 
sale that provides about a third ofthe 
Home's yearly budget, he said. 

“The Seals Appeal began 50 years 
ago,” Epling said. “The original idea 
was to replace revenue lost when 
sufficient National Home Life Member- 
ships weren't sold to generate opera- 
tional revenues. The same is true 
today, but we do things a little differ- 
ently now.” 

The changes, Epling explained, are 
that printing, mailing and data input 
are now handled by a professional, 
direct-mail corporation, and dona- 
tions are received and counted by a 
local bank. 

“These changes were necessary and 
beneficial, because they keep our fund- 
raising costs to a minimum,” said 
Epling, a VFW Life Member, the Depart- 
ment of Michigan’s Surgeon and the 
District 6 Judge Advocate. “We have 
once again targeted persons who have 
contributed to the children before 
because, statistics show, they are the 
ones most likely to contribute through 
the Seals Program again.” 

Statistics derived from a 1986 donor 
survey also indicate that most of 
those who have given in the past are 
active VFW or Ladies Auxiliary mem- 
bers, have contributed to more than 
one VFW cause and feel their money 
directly supports the children and 
families of veterans. 

“Those, plus the leaders, are the 
ones who will initially receive the new 
50th Anniversary Seals,” Epling said. 
That, however, does not prohibit 
others or organizations from request- 
ing Seals. 

“Contributors desiring Seals can 
write to the National Home for them,” 
he said. “Those wanting to respond to 
the Seals Appeal can send their dona-

and learn a trade or try the 
work force now?” Adults often pon- 
der this question when they gradu- 
ate from high school or otherwise 
finish their education. 

The military is a good place to 
start,” say two Temple University 
researchers who recently completed 
a study assessing the economic pay- 
off of military service to veterans 
when they enter the civilian labor 
market. 

“Opting for astint in the service is 
not acareer penalty,” says Prof. Paul 
J. Andrisani, who, with Prof. Thomas 
N. Daymont, conducted the study of 
the long and short-term impact of 
military service on post-service earn- 
ings and employment. 

Despite a substantial drop in the 
earnings of service personnel at the 
time of discharge, the civilian earn- 
ings of veterans then rise rapidly 
and overtake the earnings of their 
civilian counterparts within one to 
four years, the researchers found. 

What’s more, once they overtake 
the earnings of those who never 
served, veterans’ higher earnings per- 
sist until the end of the period 
covered by the study, approximately 
19 years after high school. 

Using data from the National 
Longitudinal Surveys (NLS), the 
Temple research team analyzed a 
representative sample ofyoung men 
(a similar study of women is antici- 
pated) in the United States. The 
team compared those who went 
into the Armed Forces with those 
who did not. The NLS data allowed 
them to look at a wide range of 
demographic characteristics and 
isolate the effects of military service 
from those of family background, 
education, mental aptitude and 
motivation. 

Andrisani and Daymont then ex- 
amined the earnings trajectories for 
young men who make different 
choices after leaving high school: 
entering the military or college or 
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Vets Earn More 


joining the civilian labor market 
directly. While most existing studies 
have used draft-era data, the Temple 
researchers focused instead on 
young men who have served since 
1974 in the all-volunteer force. To 
assess long-term effects, they also 
studied a sample of older men who 
served during the Vietnam years. 

Their study indicates men who 
complete a tour of duty and then 
invest in a college education earn 
more than those who work in the 
civilian labor market and then opt 
for college. They earn less, however, 
than men choosing collegesoon after 
high school. 

“For the young man who can't 
afford college,” says Daymont, “or 
who doesn’t have clearly defined 
career goals or a promising job 
awaiting him, or for the person who 
wants to take a break in the educa- 
tional process, the military appears. 
to be a good opportunity. 

“We think the military is providing 
them with training they don’t get in 
school or out on their first job,” 
Andrisani notes. “It can signal em- 
ployers that veterans are ready to 
accept the regimentation of the 
world of work, that they have leader- 
ship skills and can take the initiative. 

“The value of soldiering may be 
that it inculcates values that are 
important to employers: punctuality, 
acceptance of authority, responsibil- 
ity, teamwork and sensibility to 
other people. This is what enables 
the vet to catch up to and overtake 
the non-vet in the labor market 
after a period of adjustment com- 
parable to what the non-vet exper- 
ienced right after high school. 

“Our research also suggests mili- 
tary policymakers may want to con- 
sider directing more resources to 
counseling servicemen at the time 
of separation to alleviate the short- 
term job market that veterans face.” 

So, veterans, retire from the past 
and refire into the future. a 


One-Horse 
Town

n Veterans Day I went home to 

Meridian, the little cow town in 
Texas where I grew up, to see our 
town remember its heroes at a cere- 
mony on the courthouse square. Flags 
were flying in the November sunshine; 
veterans were saluting, leaves were 
falling, and memories filled the cold, 
clear air. 

Meridian always makes me think of 
ancient Rome. It sits on the banks ofa 
river, with hills around it. Like the 
Roman Republic, it is stern, rural and 
patriarchal. Value derives from the 
land. A few patrician families run 
things; they refer to weekend ranchers 
from Dallas as “new people.” And, like 
Rome, our town carries with it the 
frontier sense of urgency and opti- 
mism: the seed of empire. 

In Meridian, no one likes the gov- 
ernment, but everyone seems to love 
his country. (When I went to college 
and started reading poetry and smok- 
ing cigarettes, I learned that this 
ambivalence is called the reconcilia- 
tion of opposites, but at home it was 
simply a fact of life.) Our cattlemen 
and clerks and mechanics expected 
the trains to run on time without the 
government going into the train busi- 
ness, but, like Cincinnatus, they laid 
down their plows for their country

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and found themselves on Corregidor 
and Anzio Beach. 

After Pearl Harbor, service flags 
appeared in windows all over town, 
small silk banners with red stars to 
proclaim a member of the family on 
active duty. Some of our men had a 
big spread to come home to; some 
had families who were cedar chop- 
pers. They all had a way of life they 
wanted to keep. One bleak winter 
afternoon, after Sunday dinner at my 
grandmother’s house, Mother and 
Daddy and I drove past a trolley car 
set on a vacant lot. A service flag hung 
in the window. 

“Fighting for a street car,” Mother 
murmured, and in that moment I 
knew what it was to love home. 

We gathered at 11 o'clock on the 
east side of the courthouse, facing 
Benson's market and, in the distance, 
cemetery hill. On the speaker’s plat- 
form, with a microphone between 
them and the north wind, sat the 
mayor, two county judges, the Baptist 
preacher and the funeral director's 
wife, who has a pretty voice and 
knows how to lead singing. Sitting on 
folding chairs that wobbled on the 
grass, the Meridian High School band 
valiantly tooted “And the Caissons Go 
Rolling Along.”

On the platform, the Baptist preach- 
er began praying, thanking God for 
guidance and rain. He invited his 
listeners to recall one of the great 
themes of the Bible: remembering. 
“Remember when God delivered you 
from Egypt. Remember when He sent 
you manna from heaven. Remember 
when He brought you into the Prom- 
ised Land.” The Reverend Gatlin 
seemed pretty certain that God likes 
for us to remember not only Him, but 
anyone else along the way who does 
something to help us. 

Watching the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, in their overseas caps and 
solemn faces, I thought of Bubba Hall, 
my East Texas cousin who taught me 
to win at Monopoly. When Bubba saw 
the wing commander ditch his Wild- 
cat fighter in the Pacific, he circled 
the location until the commander 
was picked up by a rescue submarine. 
Forty years later, Bubba gathered his 
squadron together in Memphis to pay 
tribute to commander Smith, the 
bravest man the squadron members 
ever knew. 

Paul Murphey, who flew 189 mis- 
sions in a P-38 and came home to 
marry his sweetheart and raise Here- 
ford cattle, always remembered the 
sacrifices his friends had made. He 
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crossed the Pacific again, years later, 
this time to stand silently in the 
American cemetery at Manila before 
the graves of Jennings Myers and 
Murtha McCarthy, who took off on 
early morning missions against the 
Japanese and never returned. 

Erna Mae Boggs got up, waved at 
her son’s sixth-grade class, and in a 
crystal soprano started singing “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” The rest of us 
joined in. Mayor Tuttle then led us in 
the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, 
the Flag that had snapped in the air 
over Fort McHenry and Inchon Reser- 
voir. As I looked at the Stars and 
Stripes, my memory held a procession 
of images: Daddy at 18, in the trenches 
of France; my brother Edwin, his B-24 
shot down over Yugoslavia, escaping 
twice from the Germans and, with a 
swollen leg, riding a donkey down 
Italy; my husband Norman, who left a 
hospital bed in England to go into the 
Normandy invasion and fight to the 
Elbe River. Bobby Richards, the young 
Fred Astaire of Meridian, behind a 
machine gun on Guadalcanal for 55 
days. Jimmy Rogers, who delivered 
groceries from Benson’s market to 
Mother’s kitchen door. In Vietnam, 
under mortar fire, he carried his 
commanding officer off the field on 
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Jennings Myers, Paul Murphey and Louis Schriver with P-38 aircraft in Port Moresby, New Guinea, 1943. 


his shoulders. And Mother, who on 
Christmas Day of 1944, after Edwin 
called from New York, en route to 
Italy, his first Christmas away from 
home, went to the back porch and 
silently, eloquently, cried. 

Mayor Tuttle then introduced 
Judge Grimes, who was retiring from 
office and seemed ready to fire off one 
last salvo before retreating into pleas- 
ant obscurity. He mentioned the in- 
vention of the printing press in the 
17th Century and the beginnings of 
aviation in the 19th. Noticeably shaky 
in historical knowledge, the judge 
ended his remarks by reminding all 
the schoolchildren before him to re- 
member the moral lessons their par- 
ents taught them. 

Incoming County Judge Hugh Etta 
Frieburg took the microphone from 
Judge Grimes. Hugh Etta’s father, 
Hugh Frieburg, had died of influenza 
in France in 1918 and never saw 
Hugh Etta. She wore a tailored suit 
and high heels and made concise, 
sensible statements on responsibility, 
especially if you are ever defeated, as 
she had been in her first political race. 
She observed that life throws ussome 
bad curves. When this happens, she 


said, we should remember the good 
things in life and take responsibility 
for holding on to them, as men do 
when they serve their country. Re- 
membering, she insisted, builds 
character. 

The veterans came to attention as 
three of their members moved for- 
ward. Fuzz Earle, J. Frank Howard 
and Billy Ed Baxter, Minutemen in 
levis and plaid shirts, marched into 
the street, pointed their shotguns at 
the sun and fired seven times, thus 
offering a 21-gun salute. Billy Ed 
played Taps. Tears, swelling through 
mascara, ran in muddy rivulets down 
my cheeks. 

Standing in the presence of the 
town’s past, I reviewed my own litany 
of pain: a long unhappy marriage, 
divorce, death, rejection, civil war, 
surgery, suicide, violence. Problems 
were my fiefdom: marital, physical, 
financial, legal, emotional. Thirty years 
of trauma, climaxed by a head-on 
collision in which my husband, who 
had lived through Normandy, died 
after 17 unconscious days. I was 
weary of being resilient. I wondered 
how and why I had kept picking up 
the pieces and going on with life. 


In asking the question, I received 
the answer: because the first 20 years 
in Meridian had been terrific. Mem- 
ories gave me identity. They gave me 
hope. They provided me with clouds 
of witness: ancestors with vision; 
friends who knew the meaning of love 
and loyalty; parents who gave me 
confidence and discipline, the beauty 
of simplicity, a gambler’s eye for the 
long chance — all I needed. Everything 
I needed was already there, in my 
past. Like a prodigal son, all I had to 
do was to claim my inheritance. 

After lots of hugs and hellos, I ate 
beef stew and cornbread with Edith 
and A. J. Whitford, who had just 
moved into a new brick house with 
two bathrooms. Edith had already 
crocheted new doilies for the arms of 
all the chairs in the living room. Late 
in life she had taken watercolor les- 
sons; A. J. pointed with pride to her 
paintings of wagons, bird dogs and 
bluebonnets. 

Veterans Day ended. All the oppo- 
sites were reconciled. Meridian was 
definitely a one-horse town, one worth 
fighting for, and I wouldn't trade a 
day of my memories for 40 acres of 
downtown Dallas. a 
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Fifth Army 
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Chapel 
Keeps 
Memories 
Alive

wenty-nine years ago, the em- 

ployees of asmall Italian stained- 
glass shop in Vicenza were hired to 
add color and brightness to the new 
post chapel at Caserma Ederle. 

Today, the 12 multi-colored 
stained glass windows they created 
for the U.S. Army’s Southern Euro- 
pean Task Force and 5th Support 
Command serve as daily reminders 
ofthe contributions of a dozen Army 
units during World War II. 

The chapel windows feature rep- 
licas of the units’ insignias as a 
memorial to the 5th Army’s fallen 
soldiers. The units, including Reserve 
and National Guard, participated in 
most of the war’s campaigns fought 
in Italy. 

The bottom pane of each window 
depicts a replica of the shoulder 
patches worn by members of the 
units who saw combat in Italy. They 
include the 5th Army, lst Armored, 
82nd Airborne, 34th, 91st, 36th, 
92nd, 10th Mountain, 45th, 85th 
and 88th Divisions. Four of them, 
the Ist Armored, 82nd, 3rd and 
10th, are Regular Army divisions 
today. The others were inactivated 
or remained elements of the Reserve 
and National Guard. 

A special tribute to the three 
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National Guard divisions, the 34th, 
36th and 45th, was paid during a 
ceremony commemorating the 350th 
birthday of the Guard at the Vicenza 
chapel last December. Rescued from 
the process of natural deterioration 
during the summer of 1986, the re- 
furbished windows were rededicated 
during the ceremony. 

The 12 windows were originally 
part of an $11,500 renovation project 
that converted an old movie theater 
into a house of worship. 

Each tri-sectional window has a 
picture of the Lion of Saint Mark 
superimposed on the task force and 
support command insignia in the 
top panel. The middle panel depicts 
various biblical messages such as 
eternal peace and rest, deeds of the 
just, the eternal source of happiness, 
virtue of obedience, temperance, 
fortitude, justice and prudence. The 
bottom pane bears a replica of a 
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division’s shoulder patch. 

Activated on Dec. 12, 1942, the 
5th Army’s first combat mission was 
Operation Avalanche, the invasion 
of Italy at the Gulf of Salerno. 

The 36th, from Texas, fought in 
seven World War II campaigns dur- 
ing an estimated 400 days of combat 
and had 19,466 casualties. 

During 531 days of combat, the 
3rd (Marne) fought in ten campaigns 
and suffered the highest number of 
casualties of any American division 
(24,000 killed and wounded). Thirty- 
five Marnesmen, including the 
famous Audie Murphy, America’s 
most decorated soldier, earned the 
Medal of Honor. 

The 92nd (Buffalo) fought in three 
campaigns and sustained almost 
3,000 casualties in Italy. The Buffalo 
on the patch alludes to the fact that 
the Plains Indians called black 
soldiers “Buffalos” because they wore

buffalo-skin coats during the harsh 
winter months. 

The lst Armored (Old Ironsides) 
fought in the Tunisia, Naples-Foggia, 
Anzio, Rome-Arno, North Apennines 
and the Po Valley campaigns. In 30 
months, the unit lost 1,194 soldiers 
in action, 5,168 were wounded and 
234 died of wounds received in com- 
bat. 

The 82nd Abn. (All-American) 
fought in seven campaigns and is 
credited with 422 days of combat. 
Its casualties totaled nearly 7,000. 

The 34th (Red Bulls) fought in six 
campaigns during 500 days in com- 
bat. Approximately 14,000 soldiers 
were killed and wounded. 

The 91st (Powder River) partici- 
pated in three Italian campaigns 
and lost 8,744 in combat casualties. 

The 10th Mountain, activated in 
1943, recruited qualified skiers, 
woodsmen and mountaineers. More 
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than 4,000 mountaineers were killed 
or wounded in action in its two 
campaigns. 

The 45th (Thunderbirds) is cred- 
ited with 511 combat days and par- 
ticipation in eight campaigns. Its 
casualties were almost 21,000. 

The 85th (Custer), activated in 
1942, participated in three Italian 
campaigns and had 8,774 casualties. 

The 88th (Blue Devils), activated 
July 15, 1942, participated in three 
Italian campaigns. During 307 days 
of combat, it suffered 11,781 killed 
or wounded. 

Besides the campaigns in Italy, 
the 3rd, 36th, 45th and 82nd also 
fought in French and German cam- 
paigns. 

Although more than 40 years have 
passed since the last WW II American 
soldier perished in 1945, the memory 
ofthe 5th Army’s fallen warriorsstill 
shines bright daily through the 
Caserma Ederle chapel windows. &

1918: 

Three 

Who Are 
Remembered

ov. 11, 1987, commemorates the 69th 

anniversary of the signing of the Armis- 
tice that brought World War I to an end. The 
“War to End All Wars,” as it was called, 
involved more than 2 million Americans 
who crossed the Atlantic in 1917 and 1918 
to participate in this modern-day crusade. 

Massachusetts alone mobilized a military 
force of 198,863 and experienced about 
5,000 service-related deaths. Among these 
were three close friends from Boston: Robert 
FitzGerald Clark, Charles Henry Fiske III 
and Aaron Davis Weld. 

The youngest of the trio was Clark. Born 
on Sept. 13, 1898, in Dedham, he was the son 
of Robert Jones Clark and Harriet FitzGer- 
ald. He studied at the Noble and Greenough 
preparatory school, and in 1916 enrolled at 
Harvard University. In May, 1917 Clark 
enlisted in the U.S. Naval Reserve Force and 
was assigned to the Naval Air Station at 
Pensacola, Fla. Trained as a naval pilot, 
Ensign Clark sailed overseas in January, 
1918, and was temporarily assigned to the 
British for anti-submarine patrol duty. He 
was transferred to the USS. Naval Air Station 
at Brest, France, where he became chief 
flight instructor. 

Less than a month later, on Aug. 21, 1918, 
Ens. Clark was on a training mission with a 
student pilot when suddenly their H.S. 1 
seaplane went into a tailspin and crashed 
into the water killing both occupants. 
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On June 25, 1920, Clark’s body was 
returned to Newton Centre, Massa- 
chusetts, for burial in Newton Ceme- 
tery. 

Fiske was born on Dec. 3, 1896, the 
son of Charles H. Fiske, Jr., and Mary 
Duncan Thorndike. After graduating 
from the Country Day preparatory 
school in Newton, he spent the sum- 
mer of 1914 traveling abroad with his 
family. When war broke out in Europe, 
instead of returning to Harvard to 
begin his university education, Fiske 
entered Trinity College in Cambridge, 
England. Here, he received his first 
military training in the Reserve Officer 
Training Corps. 

He returned to Harvard in the fall 
of 1915, but left a year later to enter 
the military training camp at Platts- 
burgh, N.Y. He graduated as a sergeant 
and immediately after, in August, 
1916, sailed overseas, where he joined 
the American Ambulance Field Ser- 
vice in France. Later that year he 
served with the French Army on the 
Macedonian front. 

His service completed, Fiske re- 
turned to Paris in June, 1917, and 
briefly was the personal driver for 
Frederick Palmer, the war correspon- 
dent. Fiske returned to Harvard in 
the fall of 1917. In January, 1918, he 
entered the Officers’ Training Camp 
at Camp Upton, Yaphank, N.Y., and 
three months later sailed overseas 
with the 77th Division. On Aug. 5, 
after a brief tour at the Army Artillery 
School at Saumur, France, Lt. Fiske 
was assigned to the 111th Infantry, 
28th Division. 

Seven days later Lt. Fiske was se- 
verely wounded near Fismette during 
the Aisne-Oise offensive. He was taken 
to Red Cross Hospital No, 3 at Paris, 
where he died as a result of his 
wounds on Aug. 24, 1918. He is buried 
inthe American cemetery at Suresnes, 
near Paris. 

In 1920 the parents of Lt. Fiske 
established the Lieutenant Charles H. 
Fiske III Scholarship Fund at Harvard 
University in memory of their son. 
The scholarship, which continues to- 
day, is open to all graduating seniors 
or graduates of Harvard for study at 


Trinity College, Cambridge, England. 

Aaron David Weld was born on 
Sept. 21, 1896, the son of Bernard 
Coffin Weld and Mabel Stephenson. 
He attended Noble and Greenough 
preparatory school and later Harvard 
University. In August, 1917, he entered 
the Officers’ Training Camp at Platts- 
burgh and was commissioned a first 
lieutenant in November. 

Detailed to Camp Merritt, N.J., Lt. 
Weld was placed in charge of the 
casual detention camp before going 
overseas with the 41st Division on 
Aug. 2, 1918. The following month he 
transferred to the 7th Infantry Regi- 
ment, 3rd Division.

During the next few weeks, the 3rd 
Division experienced some of the blood- 
iest fighting of the war as the Ameri- 
can Army pushed through the sup- 
posedly impregnable MeuseArgonne 
Forest. On Oct. 9, a group of new 
officers, including Lt. Weld, reported 
for duty at the regiment's front line. 
Weld was put in charge of a platoon 
at Cunel Woods. Two days later his 
unit was badly mauled and pinned 
down by an enemy machine gun. 
Weld made his way back to battalion 
headquarters to report his position 
and to direct an artillery fire against 
the German position. While directing 
the fire, he was killed instantly by 
shrapnel from enemy guns. 

Lt. Weld is buried in the Meuse- 
Argonne American Cemetery at 
Romagne, France. For his courage 
and heroic action at Cunel Woods, 
the City of Boston named the city 
square at Commonwealth and Massa- 
chusetts Avenues in his honor. In the 
Arlington Street Church in Boston, a 
memorial tablet dedicated to Lt. Weld 


reads: He died the noblest death a 
man may die/fighting for God, right 
and liberty and/such a death is im- 
mortality. 

Shortly after the war, the families 
and friends of Aaron Weld, Charles 
Fiske III and Robert Clark dedicated 
a memorial water fountain in the 
village of Cunel near where the last of 
the three servicemen was killed. The 
fountain is situated in the village 
churchyard, where it once provided 
fresh water to local residents. 

It is no longer in use, and over the 
years has deteriorated from lack of 
proper care. Though badly weathered, 
the inscription on its stone surface 


reads: In Memoriam 


Robert FitzGerald Clark 
Ensign U.S.N.R.F. Aviation 
Boston, Sept. 13, 1898 — France, Aug. 21, 1918 


Charles Henry Fiske 3rd 
2nd Lieut. 111 Infantry 26th Div. U.S.A. 
Boston, Dec. 3, 1896 — France, Aug, 24, 1918 


Aaron Davis Weld 
1st Lieut. 7th Infantry 3rd Div. U.S.A.

The village of Cunel, located about 
150 miles east of Paris along a small 
secondary route, D-123, is a small 
rustic community with a population 
of about 60. Nearly all its residents 
have spent their entire lives in this 
quiet farming community. Few outsid- 


ers come to this village. During the | 


afternoon the quiet is punctuated by 
the muffled sound of small children 
playing in the courtyards, the clanging 
of dishes as wives and mothers pre- 
pare the luncheon meal and fleeting 
glimpses of farmers clad in blue cover- 
alls with high black rubber boots 
returning from the fields. Some on 
tractors. 

Except for a few modern conveni- 
ences, it is still 1918 in Cunel. It is the 
part of France that Robert Clark, 
Charles Fiske III and Aaron Weld 
knew well and fought to save. a

j ntheir workat the Veterans Admin- 
istration, recipients of the Medal of 
Honor share with many fellow em- 
ployees a strong sense of mission. 

“I wanted to work with people I 
have something in common with,” 
says John L. Levitow, 42, assistant 
chief of medical administration at 
the VA Medical Center in Newington, 
Conn. 

Gino Merli, 62, benefits counselor 
at the VA Medical Center in Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., says, “Because you are 
helping your fellowman, working for 
the VA is very rewarding.” 

“You feel a sense of mission at the 
VA,” says Brian Thacker, 42, a man- 
agement analyst at the VA’s Central 
Office in Washington, D.C. 

Levitow, Merli and Thacker are 
three of'the nine recipients of the 
medal who presently work for the 
VA. 

It is a small group, even though 
the VA is the largest civilian employer 
of veterans who have been awarded 
the nation’s highest honor. 

Other recipients of the Medal of

A tenth medal recipient, James 
Bondsteel, an Army veteran of Viet- 
nam, was areadjustment counseling 
assistant at the Regional Office in 
Anchorage, Alaska, when he died in 
April, 1987. 

And though these special VA em- 
ployees have been recognized with 
the nation’s highest award for hero- 
ism in combat, that part of their 
lives is history. They take a quiet 
pride in being too busy with commit- 
ments to their VA responsibilities to 
spend much time reliving the past. 

“My job is really special and dif- 
ferent from most because I am help- 
ing a veteran and his family with 
their benefits,” says Merli. He con- 
cedes the job may not be as exciting 
as combat, but insists it is more 
rewarding. 

According to Levitow, “The Medal 
of Honor can open a lot of doors to 
employment, but I have not seen 
any position as fulfilling as working 
at a VA hospital.” 

Merli, the only World War II vet- 
eran remaining among this elite 
group of employees, has been with 
the VA for 41 years. 

“I didn’t think about staying in the 
service,” says Merli. “It was time to 
get out. I had done my part.” 

The medal is evidence Merli did 
much more than his part. Drafted 
after his junior year in high school, 
Merli quickly found himself in the 
thick of the fighting. Less than a 
year after entering the Army, he was 
one of the thousands of Americans 
who landed on Omaha Beach on 
D-Day. 

Three months later Pfc. Merli was 
manning a machine gun in Sars la 
Bruyere, Belgium, when his 14-man, 
Ist Division, 18th Infantry unit was 


attacked by a 500-man German 
force. After his unit was surrounded, 
the position was quickly overrun. 

While others were killed or cap- 
tured, Merlilay down by his gun and 
feigned death. When the enemy unit 
withdrew, he returned to his ma- 
chine gun and again began firing. 

Four times the position was over- 
run and four times Merli pretended 
to be dead. In an effort to still the 
machine gun, the enemy at one 
point fired an artillery shell that 
exploded directly on his position. 

After U.S. troops launched a coun- 
terattack the next morning, the 
enemy, which had suffered heavy 
losses, asked for a truce. Advancing 
American soldiers found Merli at his 
machine gun with a wounded hand 
and 52 enemy dead within his field 
of fire. 

The Medal of Honor citation cred- 
its Merli’s gallantry and courage and 
the losses and confusion he caused 
the enemy with contributing materi- 
ally to the battlefield victory. 

Merli went on to fight in the Battle 
of the Bulge that winter. After suffer- 
ing wounds in the left wrist and left 
leg, he was evacuated to the U.S. 

It was while Merli was at home on 
recuperation leave that he was in- 
vited to Washington, D.C., to be 
awarded the medal. 

Levitow, the only enlisted member 
of the U.S. Air Force to receive the 
Medal of Honor, was born in Novem- 
ber, 1945, three months after Merli 
attended the White House ceremony. 

While assigned as a loadmaster 
aboard an AC-47 aircraft in Febru- 
ary, 1969, Sgt. Levitow discovered 
an activated flare that threatened 
to blow the plane out of the air. 

The flare had been knocked loose 
when the aircraft, flying a night 
mission in Vietnam, was hit by a 
hostile mortar round, knocking a 
gaping hole in one of the wings and 
3,500 holes in the fuselage. 

Levitow, though stunned by the 
concussion of the blast and bleeding 
from wounds, was assisting one of 
the wounded crewmen when he spot- 
ted the 37-pound flare rolling and 
bouncing on the compartment floor. 


Levitow fell on the flare when he 
found he was unable to grasp it with 
his hands. Hugging the deadly device 
to his body, he then dragged himself

to the open cargo door and hurled it 
out of the aircraft. At that instant 
the flare separated and ignited. 

The Medal of Honor citations says 
Levitow, by his selfless and heroic 
actions, saved the aircraft and its 
entire crew from certain death and 
destruction. 

After the plane was landed safely, 
saving the lives of eight crewmen, 
Levitow was treated for wounds 
from more than 40 pieces of shrap- 
nel. Levitow flew one more mission 
in Vietnam before returning to the 
US. to receive the medal.

The University of Hartford and 
work as a sales manager followed. 
Then he was urged by a friend to 
come to the VA as a benefits counse- 
lor. 

Levitow says it is hard to compare 
his brief service in the Air Force to 
his career as acounselor to veterans. 
“I was in the Air Force for four years, 
but I have worked for the VA for 
more than 17.” 

Brian Miles Thacker, an Army artil- 
lery officer at the time, was assigned 
to an isolated South Vietnamese 
Army outpost in March, 1971, when 
a North Vietnamese Army force 
launched an attack. 

Employing rockets, grenades and 
flamethrowers, the enemy forces 
penetrated the outpost’s defenses 
and engaged the defenders in hand- 
to-hand combat. 

Throughout the day, Lt. Thacker 
rallied and encouraged the U.S. and 
South Vietnamese soldiers to repulse 
the enemy. For four hours, he direct- 
ed friendly air strikes and artillery 
fire from a dangerously exposed 
position. 

In the late afternoon, Thacker 
directed the withdrawal of the re- 
maining forces but remained alone 
to provide covering fire, in complete 
disregard for his own safety. 

Thacker then called for artillery 
fire on his own position to allow his 
comrades more time to withdraw 
from the area. 

Although wounded and surround- 
ed by enemy soldiers, Thacker suc- 
cessfully eluded capture for the next 
eight days, hiding in a bamboo 
thicket less than a kilometer away 
from the outpost. Pinned down, with 
nothing to eat or drink, he was close 
enough to the enemy to hear them 

patrolling the area. 

| In the meantime, the hilltop was 
retaken by U.S. and South Vietnam- 
ese forces in a helicopter assault. On 
the eighth day, Thacker crawled 
through enemy lines to within ear- 
shot of the allied forces. A Viet- 
namese scout heard his shouts and 
left the outpost to find and carry the 
weakened Thacker back to safety. 

Thacker was discharged two 


months later, in May, 1971. He re- 
ceived the Medal of Honor in 1973. 

After getting a master’s degree in 
health administration, Thack- 
er joined the Veterans Administra- 
tion, signing on at the Medical Center 
in Long Beach, Calif. 

A veteran who has been awarded 
the medal is eligible for a special VA 
pension from the date the veteran 
applies for the pension. Since Octo- 
ber, 1978, the pension has been set 
at $200 a month. Medal recipients 
also receive top priority in VA hos- 
pitals and outpatient clinics, and, 
like other veterans, are assisted with 
education and other veteran bene- 
fits. 

Because of their experiences, 
Medal of Honor recipients are espe- 
cially prized as employees, particu- 
larly as counselors to other veterans. 
As a special group, recognized with

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Homecoming 


hen James Fenimore Cooper 

wrote “The Pathfinder” in 1840, 
set in Upstate New York during the 
French and Indian War, he had no 
idea that nearly 150 years later 
another pathfinder would return to 
the same region as the leader of more 
than 2 million American veterans. 

While Cooper's woodswise path- 
finder was earthbound, Commander- 
in-Chief Earl L. Stock, Jr., 
leaped from airplanes as a 
World War II paratrooper to 
show the way to other air- 
borne troops. 

Stock’s return to Albany 
was for the traditional home- 
coming festivities accorded 
VFW Commanders-in-Chief 
following election at the end 
of National Conventions. 

Homecomings all have their 
special character ‘that em- 
phasizes a special region and 
taken as a whole reflect the 
vast diversity of the United 
States. 

The Albany area of Upstate 
New York is rich in the na- 
tion’s early history. Stock is a 
native and lifelong resident, 
with time out for Army service 
in the Pacific Theater with 
the 11th Airborne Division. 

Aside from being the state’s capital, 
Albany in colonial days was often an 
objective in the early settlers’ wars 
with the French and Indians. The 
Revolution did not change its strategic 
importance, and the British suffered 
one of their greatest defeats at Sara- 
toga, 30 miles north. 

Localities in the area resound with 
the sounds of history —Oriskany, the 
Mohawk Valley, the Erie Canal and 
Ticonderoga, for example. Dutch in- 
fluence stands out in the names of 
towns like Amsterdam, Rotterdam, 
Rensselaer, Watervliet, Schuylerville, 
Stuyvesant and Kinderhook. Troy, 
across the Hudson River from Albany,

Utica, Rome, Syracuse and Ithaca 
recall the Classical Revival. 

Albany is filled with reminders of 
its history, such as St. Peter’s Church 
opposite the Hilton Hotel where the 
homecoming was held. Dating from 
1688, the church is the burial place of 
Lord George Augustus Howe, a British 
general during the French and Indian 
War who was popular with the Ameri-

cans. His ghost is said to roam the 
church at night, rearranging altar 
flowers or doing other mischief. 

Down State Street from the hotel 
are several historical sites, including 
the nation’s oldest building in contin- 
uous use as a bank. Up the street is 
the State Capitol, one of the few in the 
country without a dome. An eques- 
trian statue of Gen. Phil Sheridan, 
claimed as a native son by Albany, 
stands guard. 

Side-by-side with the old but well- 
preserved buildings are the modern 
marble and glass structures of the 
Empire State Plaza rising into the sky. 
During the homecoming, however,

they were scarcely visible against the 
clouds. In that same section is the 
Egg, an oval-shaped theater and 
auditorium. 

On hand to greet the 500 or 600 
homecoming guests at the airport 
were vans from Post 6196 in Queens- 
bury and a bus from Post 6433 in 
Waterloo. 

For the guests, Don Rivers, of Post 
729 in Watervliet, and his 
wife Rita were in charge of 
the tours. These included the 
Watervliet Arsenal, dating 
from the War of 1812; the 
beginning of the Erie Canal, 
now the New York State Barge 
Canal, at Waterford where 
the Mohawk River meets the 
Hudson River, and the Cohoes 
Commons, where bargain 
shopping was available. Post 
729 provided lunch. 

Guides John C. Kacharian, 
a historical preservationist, 
and Terry Winslow, an area 
teacher, provided insights in- 
to the arsenals origin and 
continued use and the role 
the canal played in opening 
up the Midwest to settlement 
and commerce. 

Another tour was to the 
Saratoga National Historical 
Park, a thickly wooded area of 3,415 
acres cut with deep ravines that 
appears virtually untouched after the 
American victories there at Freeman's 
Farm and Bemis Heights in October, 
1777. The surrender of British Gen. 
John Burgoyne to the American, Gen. 
Horatio Gates, is considered the turn- 
ing point in the Revolution. It pre- 
vented the colonies from being cut in 
two and led to French, Dutch and 
Spanish support for the Americans. 

Across the road from the restored 
Nielson farm, which was Gates’s head- 
quarters, a monument marks the 
burial place of unknown American 
soldiers. Nearby, another honors Gen. 
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Tadeusz Kosciuszko, the Polish volun- 
teer who designed the American de- 
fenses at the battlefield, well as 
those at West Point. 

On Friday evening, Aug. 28, at the 
Albany Off Track Betting Tele-Theater, 
the guests were treated to a dinner 
and viewing 11 trotter races on tele- 
vision from the Saratoga Springs race- 
track. 

The homecoming banquet at the 
Hilton Saturday night, Aug. 29, was 
the scene of an outpouring of enthus- 
iasm for Commander-in-Chief Stock 
and confidence that his year, with his 
theme of “For America, Whatever It 
Takes,” will be a major VFW success. 

Leading off as a speaker was A.B. 
Washko, VA northeast regional direc- 
tor stationed at the Albany VA Medical 
Center, who recalled the close rela- 
tionship he developed with Stock 
when the Commander-in-Chief was 
New York Department Service Officer 
and praised him for his concern for 
veterans and their needs. 

From Congress, Rep. Samuel S. Strat- 
ton, who represents the Albany area 
in the House, and Rep. G.V. (Sonny) 
Montgomery, who chairs the House 
Veterans’ Affairs Committee, lauded 
Stock as a veterans’ leader. 

Stratton, who first met Stock 20 
years ago while campaigning, said of 
the Commander-in-Chief: “He was 
down to earth and took the problems 
of veterans seriously. We in New York 
State produced him and know we

have a real winner in him.” 

Montgomery called the VFW ‘a great 
patriotic organization that works for 
defense, and we need the VFW’s help 
to do our work in Washington for 
veterans.” He added that he believed 
Stock will make the VFW “one of the 
best Commanders-in-Chief in VFW 
history.” 

After congratulatory letters from 
President Reagan and Vice President 
Bush were read, Sr. Vice Commander- 
in-Chief Larry W. Rivers and Jr. Vice 
Commander-in-Chief Walter Hogan 
pledged Stock their support as mem- 
bers of the 1987-88 team. 

Adjutant Gen. Howard E. Vander 
Clute, Jr., presented Stock with a 
mounted set of WWII ribbons, chev- 
rons, and Combat Infantryman and 
Parachutist Badges. Vander Clute also 
congratulated John Ray, homecoming 
chairman; Department Commander 
Jack I. Simons and several others for 
their “outstanding job” in arranging 
the three-day celebration. Newly- 
elected Auxiliary National President 
Joan Katkus said, “This year is going 
to start off with a bang, and we are 
going to do ‘for America, whatever it 
takes.” Quartermaster Gen. Herbert 
W. Irwin also voiced his support for 
the Stock team.

In his remarks, Stock expressed his 
gratitude to his Post, District, County 
Council and Department for encourag- 
ing him to seek the office of VFW 
Commander-in-Chief. 

“This is aspecial honor and responsi- 
bility, and I am very serious and 
determined to do the best I can for 
veterans and our country,” he con- 
tinued. “We have great leadership 
that knows what it is all about — 
veterans helping veterans and work- 
ing for veterans. As ateam, we can do 
everything.” 

Stock added that he is proud of his 
service to the United States, as are all 
members of the VFW.

ome persons are willing to settle 

for less, but Lionel (Pete) Vaillan- 
court, New Hampshire VFW Depart- 
ment Service Officer, is not one of 
them, especially when it involves the 
well-being of so many veterans who 
place their confidence and trust in 
him as their representative. 

An example of this can be seen in 
the case of John Howarth, a Vietnam 
veteran for whom Vaillancourt went 
the extra mile to achieve success far 
beyond what even the veteran had 
expected. 

Howarth contacted Vaillancourt 
after the Manchester VA Regional 
Office notified him that his claim fora 
100% service connected disability rat- 
ing had been denied. He hoped the 
VFW would intervene and bring about 
a reversal of the decision. Without 
hesitation, Vaillancourt persuaded 
Howarth to file an appeal. 

He then took the veteran before a 
traveling section of the Washington- 
based Board of Veterans Appeals 
(BVA), which was making a periodic 
visit to Manchester, and successfully 
argued the case. The result was estab- 
lishment of a 100% compensation 
rating along with special monthly 
compensation. 

Knowing that he had accomplished 
what he set out to do in the case, 
Vaillancourt could have rested on his 
laurels, but this would have been too 
easy. 

After the BVA’s decision, Howarth’s 
case was returned to the Manchester 
VA office, where an effective date of 
Sept. 1, 1983, was established for the 
100% disability rating. Reviewing this 
action, Vaillancourt noted that the 
original claim for increased benefits 
had been filed in May, 1983, not 
September, and, therefore, he believed 
that an earlier effective date was in 
order. He brought this to the attention 
of the appropriate VA official who 
agreed. The veteran was paid retro- 
activity of more than $20,000 and 
monthly benefits of $1,700. Approxi- 


mately a fourth of the retroactive 


amount was directly related to the 
effective date error Vaillancourt 
found. 

Still more had to be done. Going 
over Howarth’s file in connection with 
the effective date issue, Vaillancourt 
noticed that the VA failed to concede 
that the veteran's service connected 
disability was permanently disabling 
at the 100% level. This meant that

Howarth’s daughter could not receive 
dependency educational assistance 
for her college education. He initiated 
an appeal and, for the second time, 
took the veteran before a BVA travel- 
ing section, where, once again, he met 
with success. 

This case took well over two years 
to resolve finally, although the basic 
issue of a 100% rating consumed only 
a small portion of this time, and the 
case could have ended when it was 
granted. Vaillancourt, however, was 
not willing to settle for less, and the 
results proved it.
